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The  United  Socialist  Youth 
of  Spain  Becomes  the 
Standard  Bearer  of  Unity 

THE  Lille  Congress  of  the  Young  Socialist  International  will  have 
written  a shameful  page  in  the  history  of  the  revolutionary  move- 
ment among  youth.  Young  Socialists  and  young  anti-fascists 
throughout  the  whole  world  arc  feeling  painfully  humiliated. 

In  order  to  appraise  the  consequences  of  the  Congress's  decisions, 
the  Congress  must  be  placed  in  its  historical  setting,  that  of  the  events  in 
which  we  are  living.  The  danger  of  war  hangs  over  us:  fascism’s  menace 
is  graver  than  ever.  Since  its  aggression  in  Abyssinia,  fascism — which  has 
not  come  up  against  a sufficiently  strong  barrier  of  democratic  forces, 
inadequately  united  as  (hey  arc  and  with  their  Governments'  policy  of 
non-intervention,  capitulation,  facilitating  fascism's  successes — has 
continued  its  bloody  march:  Austria.  Czechoslovakia.  Mcmel.  Spain 
have  all  fallen  under  its  domination. 

In  Spain  the  struggle  is  continuing;  the  Republicans  have  never 
surrendered.  In  Asturias  and  elsewhere  struggles  are  going  on;  the 
movement  of  protest  against  the  invaders  is  developing.  The  United 
Socialist  Youth  of  Spain  has  itself  confirmed,  by  its  experience  of  working- 
class  struggles,  that  established  truth  that  unity  is  the  most  efficient 
weapon  for  breaking  the  war-plans  of  the  fascists. 

It  is  under  these  historical  conditions  that  the  Y.S.I.  Congress 
pronounced  the  exclusion  of  the  United  Socialist  Youth  of  Spain,  putting 
in  the  dock  their  comrades  who  have  been  judged  by  the  military  tribunals 
of  Franco.  At  such  a time  the  Congress  has  added  to  the  history  of  the 
young  Socialist  movement  and  the  movement  of  working-class  youth  a 
page  unworthy  of  its  past  and  unworthy  of  its  mission. 

Those  responsible  for  this  ignominy  arc  the  leaders  of  Social  - 
Democracy  who  lake  up  the  position  more  and  more  openly  of 
“ liquidators  " of  Marxism — of  that  science  which  has  made  it  possible 
for  the  nations  of  the  Soviet  Union  to  take  power  and  build  Socialism  over 
one-sixth  of  the  earth's  surface — and  aim  at  substituting,  like  Spook,  the 
theory  of  nationalist  socialism,  whose  resemblance  to  national-socialism 
is  not  confined  to  theory.  These  men  have  lost  all  confidence  in  the 
victory  of  the  working  class,  and  are  already  passing  on  to  organisation 
of  the  defeat  of  the  working  class,  to  capitulation  before  fascism  under  the 
banner  of  anti-Marxism.  Communism  seems  to  have  become  for  diem  a 
danger  more  to  be  feared  than  fascism.  Besteiro  declared  before  the

The  govern- 
ments of  till  countries  are  rivalling  each  other  in  the  assas- 
sination of  “sons  of  their  country"'  and  in  the  brutal  stilling 
of  every  movement  for  peace.  Our  comrades  are  making 
innumerable  sacrifices  on  the  altar  of  liberty.

The  m.iiutns  res  of  fascism’s  foreign  polity  docs  not  fail  to 
astonish  and  even  to  confuse  some  sections  of  youth.  It  is 
urgently  necessary  to  pierce  this  veil  hanging  before  the  eyes  of 
working-class  youth.  The  leagues  of  Young  Communists  must 
carry  out  ibi*  task  with  precision  and  with  more  militant  spirit 
than  they  have  tip  till  now. 

To  pierce  this  veil  which  surround*  the  lavmehing  of  a new 
impen;iast  ss.tr  means  putting  the  masses  of  the  people  on  guard 
before  the  danger  of  a new  Munich,  which  is  nuw  announced 
by  a number  ol  symptoms,  If  this  second  compromise  by  re- 
actionary circles  in  the  bourgeois-democratic  countries  is  made 
with  fascism,  it  will  aggravate  seriously  the  danger  of  trans* 
forming  innumerable  present  international  M conflicts  ” into  a 
world  Armageddon. 

h.a  seems  a mystery  to  certain  sections  of  the  vomh  in 
the  capitalist  countries  has  been  pierced  and  stripped  with  great 
power  and  lucidity  by  Comrade  Stalin  in  his  speech  to  the  IJSih 
Congress  of  the  Communist  Party  of  the  U.S.S.R,  All  members 
of  the  Young  Communist  International  should  read  and  study 
this  vital  document  and  popularise  it  among  the  youth  which  is 
eager  to  discover  the  truth. 

The  fatal  policy  of  the'  reactionary  bourgeoisie  of  France 
,ind  Britain,  which  is  trying  to  mislead  the  peoples  and  to  disarm 
them  before  fascism  so  as  to  crush  them  under  the  weight  of 
oppression  and  savage  exploitation  is  facilitated  by  the  criminal 
activity  of  the  trotskyist  agents  of  fascism,  the  capitulationists 
cowards  of  all  colours  who  say  they  "prefer  slavery  to  war," 
draping  themselves  in  ihe  flag  of  "total  pacifism"  against  all  wars 
whatsoever.  This  attitude  is  found,  too,  among  the  leaders  of  the 
Second  International,  such  as  Paul  Faure,  general  secretary  of  the 
Socialist  Parly  of  France:  they  launch  the  slogan  of  "conversa- 
tions with  Hitler  at  any  price."  A simple  person  might  believe 
:hal  it  is  to  demand  from  Hiller  the  independence  of  Austria  and 
Czechoslovakia,  Bui  Paul  Faure  thinks  that  Hitler  must  be 
offered  raw  materials  and  colonies. 


The  slate  of  mind  of  the  youth  of  capitalist  countries  has 
iiiso  changed  considerably  in  the  course  of  the  last  months. 
Until  to-day,  the  youth  movement  for  peace  had  a wide  scope. 
It  found  expression,  for  instance,  in  the  Second  World  Youth 
Congress  at  New  York  (August  I93S>*  Nevertheless,  in  spite  of 
the  millions  of  young  people  whom  this  movement  includes,  it 
remains  ineffective. 

The  idea  that  it  was  possible  to  “come  to  an  agreement  with 
fascism,"  the  illusions  about  the  "good  intentions"  of  the  French 
and  British  governments,  the  theory  of  total  pacifism  against  all 
war,  and  all  sorts  of  erroneous  and  dangerous  nolions  which 
found  some  echo  inside  this  movement,  have  put  a break  to  its 
effective  action  for  the  defence  of  peace. 

These  voices  have  not  been  rilcnced,  but  they  have  become 
increasingly  isolated*  The  masses  of  youth  tire  coming  closer 
and  closer  to  the  Communist  position  which  we.  representatives 
of  the  Young  Communist  International,  have  defended  within 
this  peace  movement— a poiiiion  lucidly  stated  in  these  line* 
from  ihe  History  of  Ihe  CJLS,U. 

"ft  was  not  to  every  kind  of  war  that  the  Bolsheviks 
were  opposed.  They  were  only  opposed  to  wars  of  conquest, 
imperialist  wan.

Munich  was  a break.  Many  eye*  were  opened,  many 
illusions  were  smashed.  Thus  the  young  Catholics,  whom  their 
leaders  had  been  able  to  dope  with  the  formula  “against  fascism 
and  against  bolshevism"  entered  vigorous  struggle  against 
fascism.  Young  pacifists,  who.  as  in  England,  pul  their  hopes  in 
i he  League  of  Nation^  took  up  effective  struggle  against 
Cluimbcrkiin  and  against  the  Munich  policy.  In  Paris,  in  the 
Latin  Quarter,  which  was  one  of  the  strongholds  of  reaction 
the  pro -Munich  press  is  now  execrated  by  the  students*  In 
countries  like  Switzerland  and  Belgium,  youth  has  been  inspired 
by  profoundly  ami-fascist  feeling. 

We  arc  at  the  beginning  of  a new  era  of  strength  in  the 
youth  movement  of  the  capitalist  countries,  against  imperialist 
war*  The  Young  Communist  International  has  the  duty  of 
taking  the  leadership  firmly,  educating,  organising,  bringing  into 
the  struggle  countless  young  fighters  for  peace*  under  the  banner 
of  unity. 

It  is  thus  we  shall  celebrate  the  25th  anniversary  of  Inter- 
national Youth  Day.

One  of  the  leaders  of  the  illegal  united  progressive  move- 
ment in  Germany  working  underground,  ihe  Freedom  Party, 
Heinrich  Mann  urged  the  students  of  the  rest  of  the  world  to 
give  all  the  help  possible  lo  their  comrades  in  Germany, 

He  gave  examples  of  the  wny  in  which  the  opposition  is 
developing  in  Germany,  In  one  once  famous  university  in 
South  Germany*  Black  Guards  had  lo  he  called  in  to  smash 
up  a meeting  of  students  protesting  against  the  hours  and  yean 
wasted  in  listening  to  false  propaganda  and  time  spent  on  forced 
marches.  The  Black  Guards  were  booed,  had  to  “pacify”  ihe 
students  by  explaining  it  was  not  Germain  culture  which  was 
backward  but  British  culture, 

” In  Germany,”  declared  Heinrich  Mann,  M Ihe  most  famous 
classic  plays  of  Germany  can  no  longer  be  played  because  they 
arc  used  as  an  opportunity  by  the  people  for  popular 

demonstrations. 

" Youth  often  inflicts  severe  defeat*  on  the  leaden  who  arc 
trying  to  surround  them  with  ignorance  and  brutality,”  he  con- 
tinued, " The  oppressors  of  conscience  must  be  silenced.  Free 
conscience  is  continually  reborn  In  the  new  generation*  and  the

I 
am  always  ready  to  sacrifice  my  filial  sentiments,  my  most  inti- 
mate feelings,  my  life  if  thru  is  necessary',  to  this  loyalty  to  the 
working  class.

increase  the  number  of  scholarships  at  present  available  for 
students  from  Central  European  and  other  countries,  and 
also  assure  that  refugee  students  obtain  these  scholarships 
and  not  the  nominees  of  the  fascist  Government*, 

Jewish  students  expelled  and  refugees  from  their  own  coun* 
!r:cv  are  also  to  be  given  special  assistance  b>  the  general  aid 
movement,  which  aims  at  involving  a\  large  a number  of  student 
organisations  in  it  as  possible, 

A twelve-point  programme  w jx  elaborated  at  the  Conference. 
Listing  the  concrete  points  of  aid  and  the  methods  of  operating 
them,  including  boycott  and  collections. 

The  well-known  f rench  troupe  of  Indones  an  Dancers 
offered  to  give  their  services  free  to  hr!p  the  refugees.  An  Inter- 
national Students'  Day  is  to  be  heid. 

Special  notice  was  given  to  the  decision  of  the  Iniernational 
Student  Service  to  extend  tis  refugee  work  and  collaborate  with 
other  organisations,  and  proposals  are  to  be  made  both  on  an 
inter  national  and  national  scale  for  joint  action* 

T he  plenary  session  of  the  conference  alio  issued  solidarity 
and  unity  declarations  in  support  of  Anglo- Arabian  friendship, 
Era  neo-Syrian  solidarity*  Dutch -Indonesian  friendship,  A 

declaration  was  made  by  the  states  of  the  Little  Entente— 
( zechoMovakta.  Rumania  and  Yugoslavia  pledging  help  for 
Czechoslovakia  and  supporting  the  statement  issued  bv  the 
delegates  of  the  Balkan  Slates. 


NAZI  PENETRATION  OF  UNIVERSITIES  PROVED 

Startling  proof  of  the  allegation  of  the  World  Student 
Association  that  the  Nazis  arc  attempting  to  penetrate  the  uni- 
versities of  the  democracies  comes  from  America. 

President  John  Sherman*  of  T.impa  University*  provided 
concrete  evidence  of  the  attempts  of  Baron  Edgar  Spiegel,  the 
German  consul  in  New  Orleans  to  influence  students  and  faculty 
life  at  the  universities  of  Tulane  and  Tampa, 

Ciivinc  evidence  before  the  Die*  Committee,  on  August  22 
last.  President  Sherman  declared  that  the  Nazi  Baron  had  tried 
to  influence  his  students  through  gifts  of  Nazi  racial  and  anti- 
semi  he  literature. 

The  head  of  the  i ni verst ty  revealed  also  that  he  had  been 
subjected  to  threats  by  von  Spiegel  that  he  would  M regret  " 
having  Jewish  students  at  the  university  and  Jewish  trustees. 
The  Baron  also  attempted  to  have  a professor  of  German  dis- 
missed because  he  was  a foe  of  the  Nazi  regime,  on  the  trumped 
up  charge  that  he  was  not  an  "adequate”  teacher. 

Professor  Sherman  also  declared  that  the  head  of  another 
university.  Tulane,  had  told  him  that  he  did  not  like  the  way 
Baron  von  Spiegel  "snuggled  up”  to  his  staff,  and  expressed 
dislike  of  the  Consul's  activities  among  the  students. 

He  also  declared  that  he  believed  Baron  von  Spiegel  was 
responsible  lor  the  attacks  against  Professor  Otto  Krause,  a pro- 
fessor of  German,  native  of  Vienna.  Anonymous  persons  had 
insinuated  that  the  Professor  did  not  know*  correct  German. 

Later  the  Baron  himself  admitted  his  activities  in  providing 
books,  declaring  that  many  col leges  and  universities  had  accepted 
the  hooks. 

I he  Conference  of  the  World  Student  Association,  just  coo* 
chided  in  Pans,  after  a five-day  meeting,  revealed  details  of  the 
Nazi  measures  employed  to  influence  and  obtain  positions  for 
Nazis  in  democratic  universities. 

The  Nazis  maintain  a special  " Student  Exchange”  service 
which  aims  M enticing  students  to  Germany  in  order  to  influence 
them,  and  also  provide,  in  exchange,  Nazi  students  to  visit  other 
countries,  # ^ , 

The  organisation  is  controlled  by  highly  placed  Naza  Guardi, 
and  is  under  the  control  of  a former  German  military  ingdligenee 
officer.  General  von  Massow,

rhe  delegates  came  from  all  quarters*  from  27  states  an. 
rom  :wjve  ax  many  cjUcs  and  towns*  utilisun:  the  most  varies 
meMods  of  transport:  private  cars,  coache ",  and  even  airplane-. 

After  a magnificent  festival  attended  by  20,000  people,  th 
C ongrets  of  the  Young  Communist  League  of  the  United  State 
commenced  jis  labours*  First  came  the  election  of  commission* 
and  then  the  two  principal  reports:  those  of  Carl  Ross  an. 
Henry  Winston, 


How'  can  it  be  possible/'  cried  Carl  Rosst  secretary  of 
thc  League,  “ that  in  a country  so  rich  and  powerful  youth  is 
assured  neither  of  thc  present  nor  the  future  ? Why  have  the 
young  people  had  to  endure  such  hard  times  since  the  last  ten 
years  ? Who  h responsible  for  this  economic  catastrophe  ? " 

And  the  Congress  particularly  applauded  Carl  Ross's  words 
when  he  said: 


” ! propose  that  this  Congress  call  upon  William  Green, 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labour,  John  Lewis,  of 
(he  Committee  on  Industrial  Organisation,  and  the  Railroad 
Brotherhood*  for  a rebirth  of  that  spirit  which,  100  years 
ago,  made  thc  labour  movement  the  principal  champion 
of  free  education,  and  that  they  unite  with  the  youth  in  the 
struggle  to  provide  work  for  all  young  people/" 

After  this  came  the  report  of  Henry  Winston,  a big  Negro 
from  Kansas,  whose  grand-parents  were  slaves  on  a Mj$$i.ssjpi 
Migar~c;me  plantation.  He  spoke  in  part  ax  follows: 


"What  moral  code  can  thc  youth  derive  from  the 
example  of  thc  idle  rich,  thc  so-called  pillars  of  society  ? 
For  example*  take  Mrs.  Cooper  Hewitt  whose  sole  accom- 

Jrtbhmcnl  on  this  earth  is  thc  fact  that  she  has  been  married 
ive  times.  And  there  arc  many  others  whose  names  arc 
known  solely  because  of  exploits  of  this  character,  , . " 

"It  is  necessary  that  ihc  youth  resist*  that  it  be  morally 
jpowcrful*  (Applause:  the  delegates  rising.)  Thc  youth 
must  resist  the  Influence  of  this  system  of  disintegration.  We 
need  a youlh  which  has  confidence  in  thc  masses,  confi- 
dence in  its  own  strength  and  in  thc  inevitable  victory," 

Then  came  Charles  Krumbein,  secretary  of  thc  Communist 
Party  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  member  of  the  national 
Committee  of  the  Communist  Party,  who  congratulated  ihc 
speaker  in  the  following  terms  : 

■"In  listening  to  you,  I have  learned  something  about 
iiow  to  draw  up  and  present  a human  report.*1 


All  this  took  place  on  the  Friday*  On  that  same  Friday 
OL-nm?,  a reception  took  place  in  honour  of  the  delegates 
organised  by  thc  sect  ions  of  the  New  York  organisations  of  thc 
l eague  which,  considering  themselves  to  be  the  hosts  of  the 
Con  grot*,  had  done  everything  possible  to  entertain  the  com* 
r ules  who  had  come  from  nil  parts  of  the  country* 

On  thc  following  morning*  Saturday,  the  Congress  resumed, 
after  Mings  MJng  by  ihc  delegates, 

On  Sunday  noon  a reception  was  given  to  the  delegates  by 
the  Communist  Party,  which  wav  also  the  occasion  of  a mag- 
nificent address  by  the  Party  leader,  William  Z.  Foster. 

In  the  course  of  thc  Congress,  the  delegates  examined  the 
statutes  *>f  the  Young  Communist  League,  article  by  ankle. 
Every  now  and  again,  a comrade  would  explain  his  proposals 
to  insert  thiv  or  that  point.  Uac  by  line,  ibis  assembly  of  600 
voting  people,  guided  by  a most  genial  chairman,  proposed 
changes,  modifications,  amendments*  new  formulations.  It  was 
indeed  an  example  of  living  democracy1. 

The  Congress  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  National 
Committee  of  the  Young  Communist  League.  This  was  done  in 
(he  following  manner.  Thc  presiding  commission  of  the  Con- 
gress submit  ted  Ihc  fell  list  of  the  members  of  the  former 
National  C ouncsl.  Each  delegation  then  had  to  consider  the  list, 
adding  or  cancelling  names,  sub ii:tu ting  others,  making  fresh 
proposal*,  and  Ihcn  turning  nil  this  back  to  the  commission. 
I 'hen  took  place  the  explanations,  objections,  thc  examination 
of  the  record  of  each  candidate,  and  this  was  so  efficiently 
done  that  thc  entire  national  leadership  was  elected  during  the 
Congress,  within  each  delegation,  if  no  objection  was  raised 
hy  some  delegation  the  question  would  be  set  lied  by  the  Congress 
as  a whole. 

When  finally  thc  chairman  announced  that  the  entire 
National  Committee  was  elected,  the  Congress  rose  in  an  ovation. 

Then  C i me  the  final  task  of  the  Congress,  the  proposing  and 
electing  of  the  national  leaders.  Oil  Green,  Henry  Winston, 
Johnny  Gates  and  Car!  Ross.  They  received  tremendous  applause, 
as  did  also  a new  name.  :hat  of  Josephine  Sassarw.  The  hall 
was  lit  by  thc  photographers'  flashlight and  then  came  Gil 
Green  s closing  address. 

The  Congress  concluded  with  a vigorous  ovation.  This  Con* 
gre*s.  this  demonstration,  has  endowed  thc  organisation  with 
fresh  life.

scatheless  sujxrior.  during  the  war  of  19 14- IS. 

But  the  navy  played  an  often  important  role,  which  has 
it  famous  in  the  history  of  the  Russian  people's  liberation.

Decembrists*  and  the  idea  of  liberty  remained  from  that  time 
profoundly  anchored  in  the  fleet.

160  per  cent  for  production  destined  for  defence  needs. 

While  the  Soviet  Union  took  sixth  place  for  the  volume  of 
naval  construction  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  five-year  plan*  it 
will  take,  in  1942-43,  one  of  the  first  places  in  the  world  for  the 
number  and  tonnage  of  vessels  built  annually.  And,  as 
Comrade  Tevosyan  declared:

The  Gtrondltts — who  were  in  the  majority  in  the  kgisbtive 
assembly  and  who  were  in  the  government  ai  t be  time  of  the 
declaration  of  war  t June  20.  1792)  and  slaved  lhc-e  uaul  June  12, 
1793— refused  to  dismiss  La  Fayette  and  to  take,  with  regard  to 
the  king  and  queen  and  their  confederates,  those  measures  which 
were  dictated  by  tho  supreme  interests  of  the  nation.  And  after 
Louis  XVI  dismissed  their  minbters  they  still  intrigued  and  con- 
spired secretly  with  him  in  the  hope  that  he  would  recall  them 
to  potver* 

But  thc  people  were  to  make  heard  their  supreme  soice, 

Thc  Jacobins,  with  Robopiorc  at  their  head,  organised 
resistance  to  oppression  and  to  thc  danger  from  abroad. 

The  Parisian  sections  of  thc  Jacobins  were  in  permanent 
session  from  June  11,  1792,  the  dale  upon  which  ibe  Assembly 
had  declared  that  the  country  was  in  danger*  Within  ft  few  days. 
15,000  volunteers  enrolled  m Paris  for  the  defence  of  the  naUoa 
From  all  provinces  F£d4r6ii  were  marching  to  Paris,  summoned 
to  take  part  in  the  celebration  of  July  14>  I 1k>  werg  arming 
from  Bordelais,  Limousin,  Normandy,  Brittany,  Fratwhe-Comte.

Rocderer,  who  was  still  with  the  king,  intensified  his  persua- 
sion that  Louis  XVt  place  himself  under  the  protection  of  the 
Assembly,  His  idea  was  that,  once  the  Gironde  had  the  king  in 
its  hands,  it  could  govern  once  again,  and  ihe  insurrection  would 
be  stopped.

* democratic*  states, especially  the  ruling  Conservative  circle  of  Great  Britain,  confine  themselves 
to  a policy  of  pleading  with  the  overweening  fascist  rulers  * not  to  iio  to  extremes/  at  the  same  time 
giving  them  to  understand  that  they  1 fully  comprehend  1 and,  on  the  whole,  sympathise  with  their 
reactionary  police  policy  towards  the  working-class  movement  arid  the  national  emancipation 
movement.  In  this  respect,  the  ruling  circles  of  Britain  are  roughly  pursuing  the  same  policy  as 
was  pursued  under  tsardom  by  the  Russian  liberal-monarchist  bourgeoisie,  who,  while  fearing  the 
■ excesses  ’ of  tsarist  policy,  feared  the  people  even  more,  and  therefore  resorted  to  a policy  of 
pleading  with  the  tsar  and,  consequently,  of  conspiring  with  the  tsar  against  the  people.  As  we 
know,  the  liberal-monarchist  bourgeoisie  of  Russia  paid  dearly  for  this  dual  policy.  It  may  be 
presumed  that  history  will  exact  retribution  also  from  the  ruling  circles  of  Britain,  and  their  friends 
in  France  and  the  U.S.A.”
